The president also recommended 
that the food law be provided with 
a substantial penalty for profiteering 
and that a cold storage law be enact­

Two thousand physicians assembled 
at the Imperia! university In Kyoto 
recently to hear Dr. Hhlmasono lec­ 
ture on beriberi, the cause of which Is 
much disputed among medical author­ 
ities, 
Th** discase Is not contagious, 
ami its chief cause is eating pure rice. 
although the doctor disbelieves the 
theory that rice ever cansos blood fm*I- 
sonlng. 
The speaker said that lf rice Is 
tak n Into the body along with other 
food* there Is less danger of beriberi. 
Ile cited th** cases of prisoners, fac­ 
tory hands, Buddhist monks and oth­ 
ers, who ate much wheat mixed with 
rice. 
Buddhist monks eat ten or 
twenty times as much other fond as 
rice, and rarely suffer from the dis­ 
ease, 
Among the factory hands of 
th** Kell ho Iron foundry *4 the Mit- 
subl-bl company 4.V) of the 2,Oho Jap­ 
anese stiffer* d from beriberi because 
they ate pure rice. while only St of 
8.000 Koreans suffered from the dis­ 
ease presumably because they ate mil­ 
let a re I beans. 
Doctor Sbirnasono advised the eat- 
Ing of uh* 
I with rice, In the ratio of 
six pa rf * of rice to four parts of wheat 
This will create a market for the shire 
ment to Japan or larger quantities of 
wheat from Oregon and Washington.
